All the men were sentenced at Bombay 
on May 23rd last for complicity in’ the 
murder of a man named A. K. Bawla, by 
shooting, the injuring of others, including 
the girl Mumtaz Begum, and conspiracy 
to kidnap ‘the, last named from British 
Indian : . 

The special petition ’ to, appeal was 
heard in the oak-panelled court in Down- 
ing-strect; whose bookshelves somewhat 
suggested .& public’ reference ‘library, 
‘About a dozen Indians were in court.” 

Sir John Simon outlined the circum- 
stances leading up to the crime, and’said 
there was no reason whatever. to suppose 
that Phaose was present di that. occasion. 

Tt was alleged, proceeded Sir John’ 
Simon,” that these mon werd engaged in 
a conspiracy to abduct the woman Mum- 
taz. Begum, who had previously béen 
associated with the Maharajah of Indore, 
and who had left Indore in ‘April 1924.
